THE TRUCE DECLARED

Between Great Britain and United
States on Bering Sea,

CLOSE SEAL SEASOS AGREED ON.

Balisbury Finally Gives in to the Terms
Harrison Offers.

THE CORRESPONDENCE ON THE SUBJECT

_ WASHINGTON, June 15, —The ent
between the United States and British Gov-
ernments for u close senson in Bering Sea,
known as the modus vivendi, was signed to-
day, This action was at once followed b
the issuance of a proclamation by the Presi-
dent on the subject, making public the
agreement that both governments will pro-
hibit scal killing until May of next year.

The arrangement was carried to comple-
tion with a degree of speed withont prece-
dent in the history of the State Department
and the cable has been relied upon to an un-
wonted extent. The agreement was signed
this morning by Slr Juliun Pauncefote and
Mr. Wharton. The Navy Department hus
been advised and orders are now in prepara-
tion for the immediate dispatch of probubly
two naval vessels from Sun Francisco to
Alaska where they will assist the three rev-
enue cutters in the task of driving off the
posching sealing vessels, The agreement
authorizes United Stutes vessels to seize
offending British vessels, which, however,
are to be turned over to the British anthori-

ties for triul, and this feature of the agree-
ment is expected to prove of great value,
Correspondence on the Subject.

The Department of State to-day also made
public the correspondence on the subject of
the Bering Sea seal fisheries, which hus
tnken piace since duy 28 last, The matter
begins with a note duted June 3, submitted
by Sir Julian Pauncefote, in reply to Secre-
tary Bluine's letter of May 4. In thut letter
the Secre says that soon after the ad-

ournment o Conﬁmm he submnitted to the

nister u proposition for u modus vivendi
yending the resuit of arbitration. This wus
substance thut sealing be totully sus-
pended by both nutions and subseguently the
{uoroposltion was modifled to allow 7,600 seal
be killed to maintnin the natives.

To this ?ropnsitlon Sfr Juliun Pauncefote
replied with an amended draft of the agree-
ment, which opens this muss of correspon-
dence. This #l agreement in its trst
articles differs from the one signed to-day,in
auveﬂlﬁ by the interdict against killing, the
whole Bering Sen and its [slands. It also
provided for British Consuls to the islands
this summer, and provided that unless the
assent of Kusein be obtained to the conven-
tion it should not come into operation.

No British Consuls Allowed,

In reply the President said that no British
consulur functions could be exercised on the
Bering Sea Islunds, but that reasonable facil-
ities might be extonded Grent Britain for in-
vestigating, at the islands, uny facts in-
volved in the controversy to be arbitrated.
The bringing of Rusaia into the affiir at this-
time could not be granted by the United

States.

This 1y was sent to Lord Salisbury, and
on June 6, two days luter, his res was
received. In it he accepts the ident’s
suggestion us to the eapture by elther power
of violntors of the agreement, sud the
tn over to the power to which the
